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AN AUTOMOBILE HERE.

First of the Horseless Carriages
Is In the clty

The firat automobile to be perme.-
peuntly located in this city is now
housed in the stable in the rearof 2021
Maryland avenue and ia being exhib-
ited by its maker, Mr. W. Lee Crouch,
of New Brighton, Pa. He hopes to
interest Baltimore capital in manufac-
taring carriages on his patents and
has already associated with him Mr.
D. A. Clark, of this cfty. The auto-
mobile arrived in this city yesterday
and & spin was taken out the road
during the evening. Today it will
travel around the vicinity of Roland
Park and the swift, mysterious move-
mente of the horseless carriage have
attracted crowds of curious spectators,

The automobile now in Baltimore
has seals for two, though another
couple can easily be accommodated.
It is painted black except the broad
panels in the =ides of the body, whigh
are cherry, Little machinery is vis-
ible. In front «the most conspicuous

object is a pair of bicycle handle bars,

somewhat larger than those on the
¢maller vehicle. Upon the bars is
fastenad a bell to warn away danger.
Against the dash-board are placed
two gauges, showing the air and
steamn pressure. A water indicator
tells how much of the fluid is in the
reservoir concesled in the rear of the
body. A small foot-brake and alever
to cut off steam are the only other
pieces of mechanism visible except
two ecrew valves which operate to cut
off the supply of steam and oil,

The motive power is superheated
Mr. Crouch, the inventor,
says he can expand fhis agent to a
much greater degree than by the or-
dinary engine and thus can generate
his meanus of propulsion very cheaply.
Common kerosene nil or gasoline is
used and horse power is developed
with less thau 20 pounds of water.
The reservoirs will hold 20 gallons of
water and 10 gallons of 0il.  The total
horse-power of the antomobile is 12,
and Mr. Crouch says the heaviest
grades are climbed with ease. A run
of 40 miles was taken vesterday, dur-
ing which 20 gallons of water and 34
of oil were consumed.

Oue of the clever appliances of the
machine is & long hose which connects
with the reservoir and englne in such
8 way that should the water supply
get low while on the road, it is only
necessary to get within 12 feet of the
water supply, drop in the hose, turn
avalve and the engine pumps the
reservoir full in a few minutes,

The mechanism concealed under
the body of the automobile is an ar-

chaing, reminding one of the now
old-fashioned tandem bicycles. Of
course it has pnenmatic tires and the
machine bowls along the country
roads at a speed of 25 miles an hour.

MUST KEEP 'EM.

Admiral Dewey Says Anti-Ex-
pansionists

Will Be Regarded as Curiosities

In Years to Come.

KEY TO ORIENTAL COMMERCE.

A dispatch from Hong Kong quotes
Admiral Dewey as sayiog on board
the Olympia:

“The courteay of these visitors I
warmly appreciate, but I am too much
worn out and sick to receive them. I
am not sorry to leave Manila at this
time. I could not stand the care and
responsibility much longer. It is
vastly easier sometimes to be under
orders than issue them.

“It is the respousibility that kills.
During the year that has elapsed since
we came to Mansla, I have not had
oue sick day until now. A year is
long enough in this climate for an old
man and [ am glad to be permitted a
rest. On this account I expect to re-
main in Hong Kong two weeks. That
ought to recuperate me. My intsn-
ion is to spend the time at Victoria
Peak, where I hope to be absolutely
free from worry. Nobody is more
senaible of the kindness of the people
who have extended me invitations,
but I do not wish entertainment, My
health will not stand it at present.
Two weeks of perfect quiet at the
peak ought to make a new man of
me.

“1 have the greatest enthusiasm in
the future of the Philippines. 1 hope
Lo see Amerion's possessions the key
to Oriental commerce and civilization.

“The hands of our great country
will develop the agricultural and min-
eral richness of the jsiandes,

“We must never sell them. Such an
aclion would bring on another great
war. We will never part with the
Philippines, I am sure, and in future
years the idea that aoybody should
have seriously suggested it will be
one of the curiosities of history.

“Lhe insurrection is broken. There
will be no more hard battles and the
new era for the islands that was tem-
poraily delayed by the rising will
soon begin. Aguinaldo and his gen-
erals must be captured and then the
very semblance of insurrection
cease, Aguinaldo is the
among the natives.

There have
been many pleasant ocourrences
among the months of harrassing re-
gponsibility and we shall not forget
them."”
